1, Use oa “heel-ond-toe leverage 
for length of stride. Mobllity of 
the foot is of the’ utmost importance 
The best way to 
enttivate this is to concentrate on 
the final push-off fcom the ball of 
the back foot to the tin of the toc, 
Feel ‘with cach stride as though you 
were pushing the carth away from 
you at the back. This gives your 
walk spring and elasticity. 


Having mastered the push-off 
with the back foot, next think of 
\engthening your forward stride. 
Place your heel down first and then 
transfer your welght smoothly right 
through your ,foot from heel to toc 
with each step. Another {mportant 
point to remember Is to place the 
feet straight. Children should be 
trained to do this from an early age. 
Stralght placing of the fect gives 
freater length to the step and pre- 
vents a “waddic” of the hips, 


2, Polse the head. The easiest 
way to achieve the “feel of a well- 
poised head is first. to rclax your 
head forward on to your chest. 
Then gradually ,unroll your spine as 
though pressing {it out against oan 
Imaginary wall. Think. specially 
about ‘pressing out the base of the 
neck, Lift your head slowly up 
into Its. natural position and then 
fecl as though your neck had grown 
inches: at the back, Imagine that 
there is a cord attached from the 
crown ‘of your head, to a star. and 
that your .head Js being pulled up 
towards it Flevate your thoughts 
os well and you will begin to {eel 
the exhilaration which good posture 
brings. The sensation should oe 
that your spine 1s stretched like 
elastic- and-that-your.-head -is-lightly 
poised on top of it. 


3, Swing from “the hips. The 
natural walk cntails a free swing 


of the leg from the hip. Sometimes |- 


this is curtatied by too tight skirts, 


too high heels or too heavy shopping |- 


baskets! Do away with these dis- 
advantages and practise swinging 
the legs forward and backwards 
from the hips with straight knees, 
Hold on to the Lack of a chair‘to 
steady you if necessary, Try this in 
the seclusion of your bedroom and 
then put it into practice when wallk- 
Ing outside. A free hip-swing de- 
pends on flexibility of’ the ,hips and 
also on the: upward buoyant polse 
of the ‘body which can be achieved 
by conscious Hiting, of the ribs above 
the waist line.

from the shoulders, not the elbows, 
in opposition to the legs, 


These three -rules constitute {he 
basis of a good walk. At first they 
must be remembered © consciously. 
each doy. Say to yourself as you 
walk down tho street; “Heel-and- 
toe leverage, head ‘poise, — free 
swing.” After a while ‘you will 
fotm the habit of good . walling. 
When the dally shopping excursjon

BRITAIN’S INCREASED. 


OW ‘that all concerned—in- 
N dustrialists, wor k ers, 
economists, business experts, 
exporters and theyman in’ the’ 
street-—have had time to. 
assimilate the new British ex- 
port programme, it is timely to 
consider some of its most im- 
portant: aspects in terms of 
extra effort and domestic cuts. 
First, however,-in order to ap-: 
preciate the problems involved 
we must look back over the last 
two years. are 


When the war ended finally . in 
August 1945, ‘something Ike + one- 
half of British industry was still on 
The process of 
switching- back to normality had of 


necessity’ to be- gradual -and,- to-some - 


extent, tinbalanced. A few Indus 
tries by thelr very nature were abie 
to turn from war to peace with Little 
effort; others needed considerable 
time.’ There were then four .main 
essentials: first, to speed reconver- 
ston to peaco production;. second, to 
keep production going, oven of less 
essential goods, so as to avoid large- 
senle. unemployment; third, to meet 
the grent accumulations of home 
demand; fourth, to rebuild exports as 
fast as pesstble, * 


A complete production plan provid- 
ing just the right proportions of 
everything could probably have been 
achloved—by shutting. down hugo 
settlons of Industry while they were 
re-tooled and their part in the over- 
all plan worked. out. Such a policy 
with, its, mass unemployment, and 
stoppage of production, even of 
non-essentials, would have been ab-~ 
surd and wasteful, 

Instead, even though it resulted 
In certain unbalances, factories were 
kept going at the top possible pro- 
duction, All the me,. however, 
maximum: diversion «to essential 
channels was going on; little ‘of the 
elfort was wasted. Consequently, te- 
conversion was carried out with the 
minimum dislocation and uncmploy- 
ment. And in. the process, increased 
supplies of many things reached the 
home market while great . strides: 
were madd to improve the British

MacDonald Bulley‘s eclipse in both 
sprints did. not come as. major 
surprise to anyone, The Trinidad 
flash has not only pulled a tendon, 
worse than that, he has very nearly 
burned himself out in a serics over 
the sénson of more than 20 starts. 


A: very pleasant surprise was the 
Oxford sprinter, J. C. M, Wilkinson,
